ists.” It is declared that Stlain has chang ­ 
ed the communistic policy m reg ard to re­ 
lig ion some since the present world war. 
but 
the orig inal 
communistic 
attitude 
wa s not conduciv e to the spread of the in­ 
fluence of 
churches or of 
the Christian 
relig ion. 
Christia nity stands as a natural barrier 
ag ainst communism, for it emphasizes the 
worth and sig nifica nce of the 
indiv idual. 
Under communism a man loses his indiv id­ 
uality in the State, which alone is sacred. 
Ea rl Browder say s, “ The indiv idual finds 
his dev elopment and completion only as a 
part of society ." Emerson sa w clearly in­ 
to the essence of Christian teaching when 
he pointed out that J esus Christ was the 
first in all history to recog nize the sig nifi­ 
cance of human personality . 
Communism, 
on the 
contrary , 
turns 
men into serv ants of the State. Democracy , 
the political child of relig ion, makes men 
ma sters of the State. The present tendency 
toward “ big g ov ernment” in whatev er form 
it may appear, is fundamentally a denial 
of Christian philosophy . It is the 
natural 
result of the infiltration of both 
fascistic 
and 
communistic 
thoug ht. In a 
society 
strong ly dominated by Christian thoug ht, 
with its emphasis upon a man’s 
essential 
g reatness, there is alway s a suspicion 
of 
entrenched power. 
Men in this g reat tradition 
sailed 
to 
these shores ov er stormy seas because, be­ 
liev ing they were sons of God, they could 
not liv e under ty ranny . They felt instinc­ 
tiv ely that they were rulers in their own 
rig ht. Setting up their own country , they 
dev ised a sev erely 
limited 
g ov ernment. 
They kept its control firmly in their 
own 
hands. They hedg ed the ex ecutiv e about 
with all manner of restrictions. They had 
seen one-man g ov ernment, had 
suffered 
tinder it, and were determined to hav e none 
of it. But that was a long time ag o, and it 
is ea sy to forg et. 
Now we, the descendants of these wise 
men, are laced, not by a king as thew were, 
but by the threat of super g ov ernment.

PALPITATION of the heart is j 
defined as consciousness of the 
heart s action. As such there are 
two elements involved — the heart < 
and consciousness. Ordinarily the 
healthy person is sublimely uncon­ 
scious of the heart’s action. In­

heart disease g o on for y ears un­ 
aware of it until it is turned up 
on a life insurance ex amination, 
or army ex amination. 
Emotional stress, or fear, sensi­ 
tizes the consciousness so that the 
ordinary activ ities of the heart ob­ 
trude themselv es upon it. Perhaps 
that accounts for the many letters 
J hav e been receiv ing on the sub­ 
ject—the war and all its emotion- 
upsetting powers being respon­ 
sible. 
Palpitation, or consciousness of 
heart action alone, nev er means 
any real heart disease or any thing 
serious. But if one beg ins to worry 
it may g o into permanent func­ 
tional if not anatomical heart dis­ 
ease. Nothing illustrates this bet­ 
ter than the condition known as 
soldier’s heart. It has occurred in 
a quite d efinite proportion of 
troops in ev ery war of which we 
hav e any record. 
In the Civ il War Dr. Pa Costa 
called it soldier's heart; in World 
War I and this war it is called 
neuro - circulatory asthenia. Take 
an individual with a fundamen­ 
tally unstable nervous sy stem, 
thrust him into such a set of con­ 
ditions as ev ery drafted man has 
to endure, let some emotion or 
ex citement make his heart beat so 
fa st and so hard that he notices 
it, and then let him g et to worry ­ 
ing about whether his heart is all 
rig ht or not and before long y ou 
have a fully developed case of neu­ 
ron irculatory asthenia—with fast 
pulse up to 150 beats a minute, 
hig h blood pressure, nerv ousness, 
easy fatig uc-ability and insomnia, 
There wore 7 0,000 such cases in 
the Eng lish army alone in 1914- 
19 13 and 44,000 had to be per­ 
manently pensioned. 


Cases in V. S. Army 
I saw many such case' in our 
awn army in that same time an I 
I alway s thoug ht the thy roid gland 
had been activ ated by emotion and 
made the heart beat fast. 
We 


know one of the sy mptoms of thy ­ 
roid gland intoxication is fast 
pulse and this is ea*ily felt by the 
patient and is one of the causes of 
palpitation. 
Very common in middle 
ag ed 
and elderly people is conscious­ 
ness of the heart's action from a 
dropped beat of the heart. This is 
knbwn as an extrasy stole. 
It is 
a disorder of the property of irri­ 
tability of the heart muscle. Every 
once in a while or sometimes reg - 
olarly every three or five beats 
the heart throw's in an extra beat 
ahead of time, and then in 
order 
to compensate for its extra work 
it makes a longer pause than usual. 
It is the long pause that is felt 
by consciousness. 


Not Serious Condition 


Nearly every one who experi­ 
ences it for the first time thinks 
it is the end of all and very serious. 
Doctors used to think so them­ 
selves until Dr. James Mackenzie 
reported a number of people whom 
he had watched with these ex tra­ 
sy stoles for from twenty to twen­ 
ty -five y ears and found them still 
in the best of health and free from 
heart trouble. Tobacco, because it 
works on the property of irritabil­ 
ity of the heart will bring on this 
form of irregularity and it goes 
away just as rapidly as it came on 
if the tobacco is given up for a 
while. 
But worry ing about one's heart 
just because y ou happen to feel it 
beating some time is a bad prac­ 
tice and leads to real disability . 
Remember the centipede got along 
all right until someone asked him 
which leg came after which when 
he walked and he got to putting 
his mind on that and that mixed 
him up so that he became a help­ 
less cripple.

TOMATOES respond to care 
and cultiv ation. They should not 
be set out until all dang er from 
frost Is past. If y ou are purchas­ 
ing 
tomato 
plants 
select 
only 
sturdy , stocky ones hav ing dark, 
g reen foliag e. 
When planting set the tomato, 
seedling s a little deeper thai, they 
were g rowing in the nursery . A 
plant can be aet as deep as the 
first shoot of leave*, as illustrated 
in th * accompany ing Garden- 
Graph. The aoli can be filled In 
g radually a* each plant becomes 
established. The lower leaf stem* 
on a tomato plant alway s turn 
y ellow and drop off, therefore, 
such leaves can be removed at 
planting time, lf y ou so deair*. 


If the tomato plants have" be­ 
come ’’leg g y ’’ before the weather 
permitted their being set out ot 
doors, plant a g ood part of the 
“ leg g y ** 
stem 
along with

roots, as illustrated in the Gar- 
Uen-Graph. Do not dig a real deep 
hole in order to plant the Stem, 
Instead put the plant partially on 
its side, aa illustrated.
